as polyglutamlne expansion diseases, Alzheimer disease, Parkinson disease, 
multiple sclerosis, neuronal Ischemia and amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS). 

20 19- A composition according to the preceding claim 16, for the treatment of 
fibrosis, e.g. liver fibrosis and liver chirrhosis. 

20- A composition according to claim 17. wherein the cancer is selected from 
promyelocytic leukaemia, prostate cancer, ovarian cancer, pancreas cancer, 

25 lung cancer, breast cancer, liver cancer, head and neck cancer, colon cancer, 
bladder cancer, non-Hodgkin 's lymphoma cancer and melanoma. 

21- A composition according to claim 16, for reducing cancer cell proliferation.
